SESSION TO MFA ACTING DIRECTOR FOR UNITED NATIONS AND INTER- 
NATIONAL ORGANIZATION AFFAIRS PUCCI SEPT. 1. PUCCI EXPRESSED

2. PUERTO RICO: ITALIANS AGREE WITH U.S. APPROACH AND IN 
PARTICULAR SUBSCRIBE TO LAST TALKING POINT, I.E., THAT U.S. 
CONFIDENTIAL

POSITION IS THAT PUERTO RICO CAN HAVE WHATEVER STATUS THE MAJORITY 
DESIRES. ITALIANS DO NOT BELIEVE IT LIKELY THAT PUERTO RICO 
WILL BE RAISED AT THIS UNGA. 

3. GUAM: ITALIANS HAVE NO PROBLEM WITH U.S. POSITION. PUCCI 
SAID THAT ITALIANS JOINED 22 IN OPPOSING LAST YEAR'S RESOLUTION, 
PARTICULARLY BECAUSE THEY AGREE WITH US THAT NOTHING IN THE UN 
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CHARTER OR IN RESOLUTION 1514 RESTRICTS AUTHORITY OF ADMINISTER- 
ING POWERS TO MAINTAIN BASES IN NON-SELF-GOVERNING TERRITORIES. 

4. RESTRUCTURING: PUCCI PARTICULARLY WELCOMED U.S. FORMULATION 
OF APPROACH TO PROBLEM OF RESTRUCTURING. POINTING TO THE 
SPECIAL POSITION OF ITALY AS A FORMER ENEMY STATE AND AS MAIOR 
EUROPEAN POWER WHICH DOES NOT HAVE SPECIAL UN POSITION ACCORDED 
TO "COMPARABLE" POWERS LIKE FRANCE AND THE UK, PUCCI DESCRIBED 
ITALIAN POSITION ON RESTRUCTURING AS "MODERATE REVISIONIST". 
ITALIANS RECOGNIZE DANGER OF OPENING UP POSSIBILITY OF CHANGES 

IN UN STRUCTURE BUT BELIEVE SOME ACCOMMODATION IS NECESSARY TO 
AVOID SPLITS BETWEEN OLDER UN MEMBERS AND AND THIRD WORLD 
NEWCOMERS. HE SINGLED OUT FRENCH AND SOVIETS AS TOO CONSER- 
VATIVE IN THEIR APPROACH TO PROBLEM. ITALIANS HOPE FOR CONSENSUS 
ON ISSUE ALONG LINES OF U.S. POSITION. 

5. HUMAN RIGHTS: FOR DISCUSSION OF HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES, MFA 
EXPERT ON SOCIAL AND HUMAN RIGHTS QUESTIONS MARIA CAO PINNA 
JOINED DISCUSSION. CAO PINNA THOUGHT LATEST VERSION OF COSTA 
RICAN RESOLUTION TO CREATE POST OF HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS WAS "SUBSTANTIALLY IMPROVED". OVER EAR I, TER VERSIONS 

OF PROPOSAL AND HAD SOME HOPE FOR SUCCESS. MENTION OF APARTHEID 
SEEMED LIKELY TO WIN AFRICAN SUPPORT AND MENTION OF ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL RIGHTS, AS WELL AS CIVIL AND POLITICAL, WOULD WIN 
THIRD WORLD APPROVAL. ITALIANS STRONGLY FAVOR CREATION OF HIGH 
COMMISSIONER POST AND INTEND TO SUPPORT RESOLUTION. 
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6. ON ISSUE OF DECADE AGAINST RACISM, CAO PINNA EXPRESSED 
INTEREST IN WHAT STEPS (FOURTH TALKING POINT OF REFTEL) U.S. 

WANTED GA TO TAKE TO ENABLE U.S. TO PARTICIPATE IN DECADE. 

SHE AGREED THAT TONE OF ECOSOC MEETING WAS MORE MODERATE THAN 
IN PAST AND HOPED THAT IF FUTURE RESOLUTIONS ON DECADE DO NOT 
SPECIFICALLY REFER BACK TO RESOLUTION EQUATING ZIONISM WITH 
RACISM. U.S. MIGHT BE WILLING TO PARTICIPATE. 

7. AS TO TORTURE ISSUE, ITALIANS STRONGLY FAVOR SOME ACTION BY 
GA. CAO PINNA STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF ADVANCE CONSULTATIONS 
ON HANDLING OF THIS USSUE. ITALIANS WOULD SUPPORT EITHER 
CREATION OF WORKING GROUP OR DRAFTING OF CONVENTION, BUT, 

AS A TACTICAL MATTER, THOUGHT THAT IT WOULD BE EASIER TO GET 
EASTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHR REGIMES VULNERABLE TO CHARGES OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS ABUSE TO GO ALONG WITH IDEA OF DRAFTING CONVENTION 

AS IT WOULD PUT OFF COMING TO GRIPS WITH PROBLEM FARTHER INTO FUTURE. 


8. ITALIANS ARE THINKING MUCH ALONG SAME LINES AS U.S. ON APPROACH- 
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ES TO UNGA AND WERE PLEASED TO BE INFORMED OF OUR VIEWS WELL IN 
ADVANCE OF GA OPENING. ANY INFORMATION WE COULD PROVIDE THEM ON 
QUESTION RAISED IN PARA. 6 (WHAT STEPS U.S. HOPES CAN BE TAKEN 
IN UNGA REGARDING DECADE AGAINST RACISM) WOULD BE APPRECIATED.
